Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1987. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  estimated  at  15,520.  The 
statistical  summary  on  the  opposite  page  shows  that  births  are 
eleven  in  excess  of  deaths,  whereas  in  the  year  1936  the  reverse 
was  the  case.  The  birth  rate  and  death  rate  are  seen  to  be 
appreciably  less  than  that  for  the  whole  of  the  Country,  and  the 
infantile  death  rate  is  only  42  per  1000,  a  very  satisfactory 
figure.  The  list  of  causes  of  death  is  appended.  There  were  10 
deaths  from  influenza  which  was  very  prevalent  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  notifiable 
diseases  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  nor  were  there  any  fatal 
cases  of  measles  or  whooping  cough.  There  was  one  fatal  case 
of  puerperal  fever.  The  other  figures  in  the  table  call  for  no 
special  comment. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

There  has  again  been  no  change,  but  your  Council  has 
agreed  in  May  of  the  present  year  that  an  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  should  be  appointed.  This  will  give  great  relief  to 
Mr.  Robinson  who  has  not  been  able  to  give  the  attention  to  all 
details  of  his  work,  which  he  would  desire.  Every  year  fresh 
duties  are  to  be  performed,  and  the  new  Air  Raid  Precautions 
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scheme,  in  connection  with  which  he  has  been  appointed  Chief 
Air  Raid  Warden  adds  many  important  duties  to  his  already 
long  list. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  has  attracted  much 
attention  and  discussion  during  the  last  few  years. 

It  will  be  seen  under  the  heading  of  Water  Supply, 
following  Mr.  Robinson’s  letter,  that  the  Regional  Water  Scheme 
for  several  parishes  in  the  North  of  the  District  has  been 
approved,  and  that  boring  has  been  begun. 

In  the  report  of  1936  it  was  stated  that  the  problem  of  the 
Barrowby  Water  Supply  had  not  been  solved,  but  it  can  now  be 
added  that  after  an  inquiry  held  in  February,  1988,  a  scheme  to 
supply  the  village  from  Grantham  was  approved  by  the  Ministry 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  village  will  soon  be  supplied  with  good 
wholesome  water.

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The  village  of  Woolsthorpe-by-Belvoir  was  particularly 
unfortunate  during  the  year,  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
the  month  of  May  being  followed  by  one  of  Diphtheria  in 
November.  These  cases  were  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  a  thorough  survey  of  the  village  including  the  Water  Supply 
and  the  Drainage  System  did  not  reveal  any  obvious  factor 
likely  to  spread  disease. 

There  have  been  no  notifiable  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in 
this  village  during  the  first  5  months  of  1988,  and  the  present 
condition  of  the  Rural  District  is  very  satisfactory,  so  far  as 
freedom  from  infectious  disease  is  concerned. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Again  there  has  only  been  a  small  number  of  notifications, 
viz.,  6  of  pulmonary  and  4  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  a 
steady  improvement  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  being  noticed 
from  year  to  year. 

The  usual  tables  are  inserted  and  the  position  as  regards 
Housing  and  other  important  points  is  incorporated  in  the 
report  following  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  letter.

The  number  of  dwellings  that  have  been  reconditioned 
and  those  in  course  of  reconditioning  being  to  date  a  maximum 
for  this  district.

HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 


As  will  be  seen  by  the  list  of  bousing  repairs  carried  out,  a 
large  amount  of  work  has  been  effected  and  many  improvements 
obtained  in  various  houses  throughout  the  district,  the  whole  of 
which  has  been  done  by  informal  action. 

There  still  remains  a  large  amount  of  work  to  be  done  with 
regard  to  housing,  as  many  of  the  dwellings  in  the  district  are 
of  a  very  low  standard  of  fitness. 

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  has  continued 
and  17  unfit  houses  vacated  at  the  end  of  last  year  (the  tenants 
entering  Council  Houses)  have  been  demolished. 

16  Demolition  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year  and 
20  houses  demolished. 

Efforts  during  the  year  have  been  concentrated  upon  the 
abatement  of  overcrowding,  and  have  succeeded  in  the  abatement 
of  24  cases,  either  by  re-housing  the  families  in  Council  Houses 
(14  new  four-bedroom  houses  having  been  built  for  the  purpose) 
or  by  the  family  obtaining  additional  or  larger  accommodation. 

HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACT,  1926. 

The  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  advocating  the 
execution  of  work  under  this  Act  and  81  houses  have  been 
reconditioned,  after  the  owners  have  received  financial  assistance 
towards  the  cost..  Grants  amounting  to  £8,070  being  made  in 
connection  with  the  reconditioning  of  these  houses  amounting 
to  an  average  grant  per  house  of  £99/0/7f. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  which  is  of  such  vital 
importance  continues  to  take  up  a  large  amount  of  time  in  the 
wrork  of  the  Department. 

Owing  to  the  fairly  regular  rainfall  during  the  year  no 
serious  drought  conditions  have  occurred.  The  carting  of 
water  to  the  parishes  of  Long  Bennington,  Westborough  and 
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Dry  Doddington  still  continues  and  is  gradually  being  used  by 
more  and  more  of  the  inhabitants  which  would  appear  to 
indicate  that  the  desire  for  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  supply 
is  becoming  more  and  more  general. 

The  Regional  Water  Scheme  to  supply  these  and  other 
Parishes  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
following  the  Public  Inquiry  held  in  January,  1987,  and  the 
work  of  boring  to  obtain  water  has  been  commenced  on  the 
Ermine  Street  at  Normanton. 

Six  connections  have  been  made  to  the  Colsterworth  Water 
Mains  during  the  year.  This  system  of  supply  has  continued 
to  operate  very  satisfactorily. 

The  scheme  for  a  piped  supply  of  water  to  the  Parish  of 
Old  Somerby  has  been  deferred  indefinitely  owing  to  the  fact 
that  no  grant  for  further  water  supplies  was  available  on 
application  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Lady  Well  Spring  has  continued  to  give  a  satisfactory 
supply  to  the  Parish  of  Ancaster,  as  has  also  the  Spring  for  the 
Sudbrook  supply. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  supply  of  water  to 
the  Parishes  of  Claypole,  Stubton  and  Fenton,  there  being  a  lack 
of  pressure  to  Stubton.  The  whole  of  the  mains  and  fittings 
were  inspected  and  several  defects  found,  these  were  all  repaired 
the  main  being  re-laid  through  a  9"  sleeve  under  the  main  L.N.E. 
Railway  Line  owing  to  a  fracture  occurring  under  the  line. 
These  repairs  resulted  in  a  general  increase  of  pressure  and  a 
reduction  in  the  quantity  of  the  water  consumed.  It  is  found 
however  that  during  peak  periods  of  heavy  draw  upon  the  mains 
the  pressure  becomes  very  low  at  Stubton,  and  it  would  seem 
possible  that  if  consumption  continues  to  increase  some  method 
of  boosting  will  become  necessary.  It  is  possible  that  by  the 
fitting  of  meters  to  the  farm  supplies  and  the  levying  of  a  charge 
for  the  water  consumed,  the  quantity  of  water  used  would  fall. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  a  scheme  for  the  extending  of  the 
main  to  the  Holm  Barn  Farm  had  been  approved  by  the  Council, 
and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  their  approval. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

During  the  year  the  various  disposal  works  and  outfall 
dykes  were  cleansed  as  necessary.  Also  the  usual  large  number 
of  sewer  dykes  were  cleaned  out  from  time  to  time. 

No  works  of  repair  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Claypole 
and  Barrowby  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  both  of  which  are  in  a 
most  unsatisfactory  condition,  bad  effluents  resulting.  The 
persons  attending  these  systems  are  both  old,  and  younger  men 
are  required  for  the  work. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  system  of  the  parish  collecting  dumps  for  tins  has 
continued  and  operates  satisfactorily.  In  some  parishes  there 
are  no  places  for  the  disposal  of  the  contents  of  these  dumps  and 
untidy  insanitary  accumulations  of  refuse  occur  which  it  is  very 
difficult  to  prevent.  Some  system  of  regular  house  to  house 
refuse  collection  is  required,  and  if  put  into  operation  would 
prove  of  great  value  in  improving  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
many  of  the  larger  parishes,  where  the  burial  of  the  contents  of 
pail  closets  and  house  refuse  is  a  continual  source  of  danger 
towards  the  polluting  of  the  wells. 

VERMINOUS  DWELLING  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  twTo  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
bugs  ;  steps  were  at  once  taken  in  the  matter,  and  effectual 
methods  of  disinfestation  were  carried  out  by  fumigation  and  by 
the  application  of  a  vermicide  spray. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

No  additional  slaughterhouses  have  been  licenced  during  the 
past  year,  the  total  number  of  registered  and  licenced  slaughter- 
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houses  remaining  the  same,  i.e.,  87.  These  have  all  been  kept 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  butchers  have  co-operated 
with  your  Inspector  in  the  giving  of  slaughtering  notices  under 
the  Meat  Regulations,  1924,  to  assist  in  the  inspection  of  the 
animals  slaughtered  for  food. 

Nevertheless  with  your  present  staff  and  the  scattered 
nature  of  the  Slaughterhouses  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  a 
thorough  inspection  of  a  great  many  of  the  animals  killed. 

During  the  year,  289  visits  have  been  made  to  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  food  shops.  The  number  of  carcases  examined 

being  as  follows  : —

As  a  result  of  these,  inspections,  2,688  lbs.  of  diseased  or 
unsound  meat  were  voluntarily  surrendered. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1983. 

Slaughtermen  in  the  district  have  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act,  and  all  beasts  and  sheep  are  stunned 
by  means  of  mechanically  operated  instruments,  this  also 
applies  to  pigs  where  electrical  power  is  available. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

350  persons  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
1926,  as  Milk  Producers,  8  new  registrations  being  made  during 
the  year.  As  detailed  it  wull  be  seen  that  considerable  work  has 
been  done  in  connection  with  the  Milk  Supply  of  the  District. 
There  are  a  number  of  producers  in  the  area  whose  premises  are 
structurally  unsatisfactory,  a  low  standard  of  cleanliness 
prevailing,  and  without  qualified  assistance  it  is  impossible  for 
your  inspector  to  touch  but  the  fringe  of  this  important  work. 

One  firm  retails  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the  district.
